THE MONOPOLISTS BUSY AGAIN 


If the friends of genuine democracy were as vigilant in their ef- 


fort* to save government of, for and by the people as the special in* 
teftsU are to convert government into an agency for their own pri- 
rate enrichment, there would be more comfort and less anxiety, more 
of the material blessings of life and less poverty in the homes ot 
Anerka, than there is today. 


In both the Roosevelt and Tai't administrations tremendous ef- 


forts were made by certain pou crlul interests to make further inroads 
on the national timber lands, watei power and other natural resour- 
ces. These efforts were largely successful in both branches of con- 
gress and led to well remembered scandals. It was only by the ex- 
ercise of the veto power by both Roosevelt and Taft that the rape of 
the nation's remaining natural wealth was not successful. 


Now, 
under the stress of great international excitement, these 


raids are being attempted once more. There is a bill before the sen- 
ate now, known as the Shields bill, that is vicious in every particular. 
It would tuin over to private interests, under condemnation proc- 
esses, and without compensation, the use of water power on naviga- 
ble streams. The bill faWly pretends that at the end of fifty years 
the people MAY take back their property, BUT IN ORDER TO DO 
SO THE GOVERNMENT WOULD HAVE TO PAY TO THE POW- 
ER THIEVES THE UNEARNED INCREMENT and m effect take 
over wholc.lighting systems of cities and even manufacturing plants. 
The restoration clauses in this, bill are a farce. 


Another water power bill, the Ferris bill, relating to public lands 


end national forests, embodied many good features a« it came fi'om the 
bouse. As reported out of committee to the senate it is wholly in 
the interests of Monopoly. Under it the magnificent Grand Canyon 
would no longer be safe from the deadly grip o 
Jf Monopoly. This 


bill would take the control of water power sites in the national forest 
reservations from the experienced and competent Forest Service and 
give it to the Interior Department with duplicated and needless ex- 
pense. 


The recent graphic report of Secretary Houston shows that a few 


men, operating thru eighteen corporations, now control more than one- 
half the water power of the United States. The Monopolists say that 
conservation hampers development. It possibly does hamper the de- 
velopment of their own private exchequers as rapidly as they like, 
but the Houston Report shows eonclusiveK that the most rapid and 
healthful development is in the national forests where conservation 
19 most rigidly enforced. 


If we really want tb<v right kiM of preparedness^ this is the 


nlare tft begin. Back of all other factors in a nation's well being is 
ite natural resources—ITS LAND. No plan for national defense is 
adequate that docs not provide for public control of those raw ma- 
terials upon which all national strength depend?.
